A BONANZA FARMER. 


E. A, Guillemin Has Had a Remagte 
able Career. 
E. A. Guillemin, said to be the 


largest individual farmer in Sas- 
katchewan, was in Winnipeg recent 
ly on a business trip. Mr. Guille- 


min’s home is at Forget, Sask., and 
the story of his success in that prov- 
ince is probably without a parallel 
even in the province where there have 
been extraordinary imstances , of 
progress and advancement on_ the 
part of those engaged in agriculture. 
Mr. Guillemin, when he arrived in 
Canada just nineteen years ago, in 
1891, was at a double disadvantage. 
He was in a foreign country, the 
language of which he did not speak, 
and he was entirely. without capital. 
His former home was in France, and 
when he reached Forget, Sask., and 


wished to file on a homestead, he waa | 


unable to do so for’the lack of the 
sum of $10, which the Government 
requires. 
sion was $2.10. 
ceeded in borrowing 
secured his homestead. 
Since 1891 he has been known in 
Forget as one of the hardest working 
agriculturists of the community. 
Early in his career in his new home 
he began buying land, chiefly from 
Canadian Pacific Railway Co, 
Land in the vicinity was then held 


Eventually he suc- 
the $10 and 


| at $3 per acre, and at this price he | 


succeeded in acquiring the title to 
fifteen quarter sections, or 2,400 acres. 
The value of the lend continued to 
rise and he continued to buy, as he 
was able, until he had secured fifty 
quarter sections, the price paid run- 
ning from $8 to $15 per acre. This 
yeat he sold seven quarters at $25 
per acre, which is now the ruling 
price in the district. 

Last autumn he was engaged in 
threshing on his place for 5412 
days. He threshed out 50,000 bush- 
els of wheat, of which he sold 34,000 
bushels, one train load, at a price 
varying from from 84 to 87 cents per 
bushel. He has on hand still 16,000 
bushels. In addition to wheat he 
raised 30,000 bushels of oats, 7,000 
bushels of barley and 500 bushels of 
flax. He owns 104 horses and a num- 
ber of cattle, but since the construc- 


| tion of the railway he has been en- 


gaged chiefly in raising wheat. This 
year he bought his first threshing 
machine, paying for it the sum of 
$2,100. He estimates that the ma- 


chine earned for him last fall $3,000, | |

When Jesus, therefore, perceived that 
they would come and take Him by 
force to make Him a king He con- 
Strained His disciples to get into a 
ship and go before Him across the sea, 
while He sent the multitudes: away, 
and He went alone Into a mountain to

R. FP. Gourlay Was Canada’s Earliest 
Immigration Official. 


Robert Fleming Gourlay was born 
in Scotland in 1778. His father, who 
had been a man of wealth which he 
lost, was of good family. The son, 
in an effort to recover the losses of 
his father, became entangled in fin- 
ancial obligations, which was per- 
haps the reason for his leaving his 
old home and coming to Canada in 
1817. Gourlay was probably the first 
real immigration “agent for Canada, 
and his plans gave much promise of 
success and to some extent he suc- 
ceeded in settling Scotch immigrants 
in Canada through his land agency 
business. This was in the days of 
the old Family Compact, the leaders 
of which monopolized ali the offices 
of Government and_ attempted to 
carry on an autocratic rule. Gour- 


lay may be said to have been the | 


original Reformer of Canada. Like 
others of advanced notions he was 
doomed to suffer for his principles. 
Perhaps quite innocently, through his 
business methods, he fell foul of the 
ruling party. 

To gain some information of the 
various sections of the province of 
Upper Canada (now Oritario) Gour- 
lay sent out a list of questions for 
answers. Among the questions was 
one which asked, “What, in your 
opinion, retards the improvement of 
your township in particular, or 
province in general, and what would 
most contribute to the same?’ It is 
quite true that the people throughout 
the country were dissatisfied with the 
conditions, and these questions were 


discussed in meetings and in private | 


with the result that Gourlay under- 
took to advise that complaint should 
be made to the Colonial Secretary in 
England regarding various gievances. 
Matters were brought to:a_ crisis 
through Gourlay calling a convention 
to discuss the situation. 
Compact were greatly alarmed and 
after passing an act forbidding all 
conventions, determined to get rid of 
Gourlay. He was arrested in King- 
ston, tried and acquitted, and im- 
mediately after was again arrested 
and tried at Brockville, but again 
acquitted of the charge against him. 
He was .not given much peace for 
within a few weeks a charge of 
sedition was brought against him, 
and tn defiance of all decency not to 
mention British fair play or British 
justice, was kept in jail for seven 
months without trial. To make sure 
of the result, he was hustled off to 
Niagara where the people were all 
supporters of the ruling compact: 
The trial was a huge farce. The judge 
and jury being prejudiced, Gourlay 
was found guilty and sentenced to 
banishment, or at least ordered to 
leave the country. During his lon 
imprisonment his health  suffere 
Sick ant and at forty-one he was a 
roken-down man. 

he went to the United States and 
then to England. Then he returned 
to America and‘settled in Ohio, but 
again returned to England. 
to have lived a troubled life owing 
to financial embarrassment. He was 
never able to keep out of debt. More 
than twenty years later his case was 
brought up in Parliament and it was 
declared that his arrest had ‘been 
illegal. In 1856 he was granted a 
pension of fifty pounds a year. This 
Gourlay refused to accept. In 1860 
he endeavored to obtain a seat in 
the Legislative Assembly, being at 
the time 82 years of age. He had 
married at 80 a young woman of 30 
years. He died in 1862. 

No doubt the action taken against 
Gourlay by the Official Party gave 
him great prominence and while he 
appears to have been a man of much 
courage and ability, yet like many 
well-intentioned celebrities, he lack- 
ed judgment and acted with little 
discretion.
